But that was the day of her delivernnee from
he prison of the Temple., She was to be sent
forthwith beyond the frontiers of France, and
then (in au exchange of prisoners) to Vienna,
there Lo elaim o P"IL?".L' from strungers, for such
personnlly were her maternul Kinsfolk to her,

Yes, nfter nineteen monthe of absolute (sola-
iom from Wer fellow-creatures, she was to be sot
at liberty, But what charm hind liberly now to
hor? For. alng! ithad been told to her at 1ast
thiat all those who had made life most denr to
her were dend.  Her fathor, her mother, her
sunt, hern brother; and as vot it was searcely
possible for her to certify whether the first pluy-
wate of her childiivod, the Dne d’Angonleme,
gtill survived. She was a child when she en-
tered hier prison; she was o woman, and i sor-
rowing womnn, whén she lefi it. Ere erossing
its threshold, however, she turned to one of the
four dreary walls of. the cell, where, so long nn-
seen by liman eye, she had suffered torments,
and upon'it she wrote, “Oh, my God! Forgive
those who caused the death of my parents.”

Upon the Yh day of January, 1706, Madamo
Royale arrlved at the Imperinl Palace of Vienna,
She was elothed in deepest mourning, and when,
alter some weeks of seclusion, she appenred in
the midst of the Court as a member of the
Tperial family of Austria, it was as though
‘s pale vision of what lier mother was 1n

irlbood had rigen up near the throne, To

lndame Royale herself, her wew abode was
replete  with recollections of that mother,
for traditions of the carly youth of Marie Antoi-
nette before her marringe still lingered there,
There, too, the graudmother and namesake of
Madume Royale had reigned supreme, and
although sixteen years had els spsed eince the death
of that great l'.mpru-« Vienna wos still rich in
memories of Marla Theresa,

Franels I (son of the lute Emperor Leopold)
relemed over Austrin when the orphan daughter
of Marie Autoinette arrived. Ste had inherited
a legney from her aunt, the Duchesse de Saxe
Teschen, which, now restored to her, prevented
her being in o state of absolute dependence on
her maternal kingfolk, A houschold was formed
for her on the same footing as that of an Arch-
duchesa of Anstria, and In time it was reported
that theEmperor and Empress destred to wed her
t her cousin, the Archduke Charles, But wihat-
ever pangs of regret the refusal caused her, the
orpliny prinecess resolutely declined to acquicsce
in this proposal, for she knew now that the Duc
d'Augouleme wag still alive, and she remem-
bered that, by the express wish of her martyred

rents, »!w wus betrothed tohim. Pe rﬁnm]lv he
E:d bhecome o stranger to her, and msm_v{1 yearsof
sorrow had elapsed since he had been her play-
wate at the littie Trianon. A prison, a scalfold,
gson of blood had risen and surged np between
‘Ihis her present time at Vienoo and that far-off
time of her childhood at Versailles; and yet,
though the princely Archduke Charles stood
before her towoo rind to win her If he could, she
Jooked back through her tears to the past, and
resolved to be faithful to the promise that her
parents had made for her. And thus it enme to
puss that when, after rather more than three
veurs' residence at Vienna, her uncle, the exiled
Youis XVIII (elder of the two brothers of

Lovie XVI) summoned her to Mittau, in
Courlund, there to meet the Duc d'Angou-
leme ue Lds Intended bride, she was prépared
to obey. But It is sald that she shuddered
V= |hls when at last she entered the ancient
palace of Mittau. Was it of a prison that its
gloomy aspect reminded her ! Be thatas it m"f

e wept (some of her attendants declnred
wept when entering her own apartwients in thiat
lsce, ne though !rpm a hopeless sense of dread
tality. The recollections, however, of Madame
Royale were more than enough at that moment
to make her weep withont imputing to Ler the
iden thiat from henceforth her own personal
hb[cn as n woman were blighted; for the sight of
er uncle, Louis XVIII, the klng without o king-
dom, conld not but recall to her, the Orphan of
e Temple, how it was by the martyrdom of
ber own father, snd by the murder of lier own
Mother, that he wias King of Franee at all, even
fough only in name and by rlght of succession.

Bhe could not behold the Abbe Edgeworth—
fie he wis then at Mittau too—without remem-
kering how hils face, upturned towards Heaven,
ke been stalned with the blood of her own
fther on the seaffold: whilst Le there exhorted
e King, na the son of 8t.
